JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 12.— 
“My position with reference to the Peo- 
pie's United States Bank is the same 
now that it has always been and there 
ia no reason that | know of why the 
State Department should recede from 
the demands it has made upon Mr. Lew- 
is ahd his associates,’ said Secretary of 
State John F. Swanger to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today when asked con- 
cerning the statement of Director James 
F. Coyes, published in Sunday's Post- 
Dispaten, to the effect that he (Swang- 
‘er) had withdrawn every vital objection 
to the operation of E. G. Lewis’ $2,500,- 
@0 bank, including an item representing 
$411,000 in loans which Lewis made to 
himself and which are now credited as 
part of the cash assets of the institu- 
tion. 

Coylo said specifically that within the 
last day or two the State Secretary had 
become convinced that these loans were 
pretected by gilt-edged security ahd 
they would not be disturbed. This Swan- 
ger denies. 

“T have never stated to any director 
or officer of the People’s Bank or any- 
f body else, in fact, that I considered 
those loans either safe or wise,”’ de- 
¢lared Swaoger. 

_ “Ol the contrary, I have -held from 
the beginning that they must be taken 
up with the least possible delay, bat 
this, I felt, could not be done until a 
new board:.of directors had been elect- 
ed."’ 


No New Directors. 

Swanger also repudiated the state- 
ment of Coyle that he was aware of the 
yWo directors whose election Coyle said 
Would be announced today. |! 

“IT did not know that the directors 
would be chosen today,” said’ Swanger. 
“But still that is a matter which, of 
course, concerns the stockholders. The 
question of approving the directors rests 
‘with me. That is to say I am exercis- 
ing that privilege in the present case, 

“Lewis did submit a list of names to 
me, which included some representative 
St. Louis business men, but I have no 
knowledge that any of them have been 
selected or have agreed to accept a di- 
rectorship in the bank.” 

When reminded of the delay in the 
election of a new directorate, Swanger 
seid: 

“I think I have given Messrs. Coyle, 
Meyer and Lewis ample time in which 
to choose the other two directors.” 

"Hiave you fired a definite time when 
the additional directors must be elect- 
ea?” 

“I do not wikh Yo answer that ques- 
tion now.” 

“How nruch longer will you wait be- 
fore proceedings: to enforce your de- 
mands ageinet-the bank?” 

“Tl would rather not answer 
question at this time.” 

“In oape there is further delay in 
the selection of directors, will ‘you take 
steps to see that the itnerests of the 
fMate and the depositors and stockhold- 
ors of the bank are protected?" 

“I shall meet that question when I 
come to 1§ but at this time I must de- 


cline to discuss it for publication.”

RIVER. TOPS LEVEES; 
MUCH LAND FLOODED 


Millions of Dollars Worth of 
Damage Done in Low Areas 
of Missouri and Illinois. 


HEAVIER DAMAGE LIKELY 


Towns Along Water Front 
Fight Hard to Check Flood, 
but Barriers Go Down. 


Special t» the Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISIANA, Mo., June 12.—The flood 
in the Mississippi River from the heavy 
rainstorms of the last week over Middle 
and Southern lowa reached this city 
during the night and today was up 
to the danger Iine. From here to 
Keokuk the father of waters is 
a veritable sea. From three to 
8 miles wide. it covers all the unprotect- 
ed low land on both sides of the river 
and, accelerated by the wind, the waves 
of the flood are beating hard on the 
protecting levees, through the tops of 
which the water is beginning to creep 
and back up in the lower parts of the 
land behind them. 

Some of the smaller levees between 
here and Keokuk have broken and let 
the floods through, adding largely to the 
already great damage done in the un- 
protected lowlands. 

Louisiana has kept in 
with all the towhs between here and 
the Iowa line®and while only one life 
has been reported lost, the reports of 
yraperty loss run the figures up into the 
millions. 

Alexandria has suffered more than 
any other town. The Egyptian Levee, 
north of that.place broke and inundat- 
ed almost the whole town, destroying 
a great amount of property. 

From Memphis and Canton the infpr- 
mation comes that the river has spread 
over the bottoms on both sides 
and is lapping the permanent levees 
and is over 8 miles in width,- with 
waves running like a smal! sea under a 
lively wind. 

Water has broken through the Lima 
Lake Levee on the Illinois side of the 
river and ‘spread out over a wide ter- 
ritory and done great damage. 

At Hannibal the river is up over the

Broken Legs Unset 12 Hours 
While St. Clair County Phy- 
sician Awaits Ambulance to 
Take Him to Poor Farm. 


FPIFTEEN-MILE RIDE 
OVER COUNTRY ROAD 


Doctor Says to Have Treated 
Him at Once at East St. Louis 
Hospital Would Have In- 


creased Expense. 


For five hours Monday morning Mor. 
ris Scanlan, a tailor, living at the Ivy 
House, Sixth and Chestnut streets, St. 
Louis, lay-on a bench at the Bast st 
Louis Police Statior with both legs 
broken, and was then sent 15 miles in 
an ambulance over rough and dusty 
country roads to the County Farm near 
Belleville. 

He was delivered there a little before 
noon, which was about twelve hours 
after the time that his legs are sup- 
posed to have been broken. 

The deiny was due to a desire to 
save to St. Clair County the difference 
between what it would cost to have 
the man surgically trented and cared 
for at an East St. Louis hospital and 
the amount it would cost to treat him 
and care for hii. at the County Farm. 

Scanlon spent Sunday in East St. 
Louls. Some time during the night he 
wandered into the roadway leading 
from the east approach of the Eads 
Bridge down to the levee and lay down 
and went to: sleep. A wagon ran over 
his legs and broke both of them below 
the knees. Policeman Overmier found 
him there at 4 a. m. and had him 
taken to the police station. 

Dr. Spannagel, assistant county phy- 
sician, was called. He directed that the 
injured man.be kept there until the 
arrival of an ambulance from the 
County Farm, 15 miles away. He was 
placed on a bench in a@ cell and lay 
there until 8 Tha.ambulance arrived 
at that time and he was placed in it 
and the long journey back to the Coun- 
ty Farm began. 

Dr. Spannagel said: “The county has 
an arrangement with St. Mary's Hospital 
for the treatment of emergency cases. 
The man’s legs could have been set 
there, but if that had been done it 
wi ild have been necessary to keep him 
there two orthree months unt!l he re- 
covered, as it would not have done to 
move him to the County Farm after the 
fractures were set. 

“He had no money and no friends and 
as it was desirable*to have him cared 
for at the County, Farm, where the ex- 
pense would be less, the best time to 
send him there was before ‘iis limbs 
were set.’ 

Chief of Police Purdy said the man 
was kept at the police station and made 
as corifortable as possible at the orders 
of Dr, Spannagel until the ambulance 
arrived. He and Mayor Cook said the 
case was an illustration of the need of 
a City Hospital in East St. Louis.

BALTIMORE, June 12.—In an extra

Bay defenses. 

Admiral Dickins did the unexpected 
thing by making an early morning at- 
tack on Fort Howard and the other 
local fortifications, and three torpedo 
boat destroyers were theoretically 
blown out of the water by the artii- 
lerymen stationed at Fort Howard.

WASHINGTON June 12.—That he 
may be prepared te act without delay 
as mediator im the Husso-Japancee 
peace negotiations, President Roose- 
welt is delaying his Oyster Bay vaca- 
tien. Instead of starting for his sum- 
mer home June 20, as originally 
plamned, he will not leave Washing- 
tom before June 27. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 12, 8:30 p. 
m.--According to the officials of the 
foretan office here. Russia is now await- 
Ing the next move in the d@irection of 
peace, which must come from Japan. 

The Czar’s favorable reply to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's suggestion that a peace 
conference be held is now in Washing- 
ton and this Government is awaiting 
Japan’s appointment of ker plenipoten- 
tiaries and the selection of the place 
of meeting. These selections are ex- 
pected within the next 48 hours. 

While no information was obtainable 

oth the Poreign Office as to the identity 
the Russian peace commissioners it 
understood that they have practical- 
ly been selected and that their hames 
will be announced as soon as the names 
of the Japanese officials are made ub- 

lle. 

it in anmounced officially at the 
Foreign Office thig evening that the 
Russan plenpotentiariecs will be 
clothed with full authority to nego- 
tiate fimal terms of peace and that 
Japan will have no cause for fearing 
an attempt to trick her into giving 
eut her terms prematurely.

Witte. the Russian diplomat, who is go- 
ing to Paris within a day or s0 on a 
*vacation,’’ is really going for the pur- 
pose of holding a conference with 
Prince Arisugawa, the young Japanese 
nobleman, who represented his country 
at the wedding of the German Crown 
prince.

He was an ardent coun- 
selor against the war, and while thor- 
oughly loyal to his country, has at the 
same time the confidence and respect of 
the Japanese officials.

Mercantile Trust Co. of New 
York Asks for Account- 
ing From Railroad. 


INTEREST IS DEMANDED 


Attorney Says Suit Is Not Hos- 
tile, but Is to Get Court to 
Construe Mortgage. 


The Mercantile Trust Co. of New 
York filed a suit in the United States 
District Court Monday against the Wa- 
bash Ratllroad Co. asking for an ac- 
counting of the operation of the road 
since July 1, 1899, including its receipts 
and expenditures, in an effort to force 
the payment of interest on bonds ag- 
gregating $30,000,000. 

Eleneous Smith, local attorney for the 
Trust company, filed the suit and in ex- 
planation of the matter said: 

“The sult. should not be regarded as 
unfriendly té the Wabash Railroad Co. 
It is merely filed to get the court to 
construe a mortgage and to decide what 
earnings shall be applied to the pay- 
ment of Interest on bonds. 

“July 1, 1899, the Wabash Railroad Co. 
issued bonds known as Series A’ 
amounting to $3,600,000, and ‘Series RB’ 
amounting to $26,600,000, giving a bian- 
ket mortgage to secure the bonds. ‘Mis 
mortgage covered the entire Wabash 
System as then organized and provided 
that the earnings of the road. after 
the payment of taxes and necessary 
operating and maintainance expenses, 
should be used to pay the inteerst on 
the bonds. 

“The bill we have filed claims that 
no interest has been paid, though the 
annua! reports of the Wabash show 
that $432,559.86 is available for interest 
on Series A bonds and $892,359.02 for in- 
terest on Series B bonds. 

“We maintain that earnings that shoul 
have been used to pay the interest have 
been used to doub e-tragk the road, to 
build steel bridges and for other pur- 
poses contrary to the terms of the mort- 
gage. e have asked for a construc- 
tion of the mortgage and, if the court 
takes our view of the matter, for an 
ne and + order directing that

The instability of Russian affairs appears again in 
the Czar’s wavering course in the peace negotiations. 
He does not know his own mind; indeed, he seems to 
have no mind of his own, but yields, first to one 


white races say they want to accomplish for Asia. | 
She has exploited her resources, expanded her in- 
dustries, opened her ports and built up a lucrative 
commerce with the rest of the world. In 1884 she 
bought from the United States only $2,000,000 worth 


of goods and sold it $11,500,000 worth. Last year 
trade with this country was $29,000,000 in imports 
and $50,000,000 in exports. In the same period her 
total foreign trade has risen from $54,000,000 to 
$344,000,000. As her people absorb Western ideas 
they have proved industrious, enterprising and 
thrifty. The more they have had to sell, the more 
they have bought—a certain rule of trade. 

Across the way China, in spite of the efforts of 
Western nations, shows foreign trade of only 3 per 
cent per each inhabitant of her vast empire. Is it 
more desirable that Asia must forever remain in 
China’s state or that it should take on some of 
Japan’s progressive spirit? Japan herself is certain 
to expand, if not in territory, at least in influence. 

If by example she spreads ideas of civilization, 
free commerce and orderly governent, why should 
Germany or France or the United States protest? 
That has been their professed purpose, aside from 
mere land-grabbing schemes, and none of them has 
even remotely approached in its colonies the mar- 
velous success Japan has acltieved at home. One 
thing is certain—either the Western notion of “open- 
ing” Asia is wrong or & shallow pretense, or Japan's 
rise to paramount influence should be frankly wel- 


comed.

“Tre President's diplomatic triumph 
in bringing Japan and Russia together 
for the ending of their war is, as we 
have said, a triumph of common sense,” 
says the Tribune.

Neither can hope to subjugate the 
other. Moreover, the interests of both 
are for that they shall be not. only in 
geographical proximity, but also in com- 
mercial and social intimacy. To that 
end the terms of peace must be such, 
and must be accepted in such /a spirit 
as to give rise to no perpetual animos- 
ity, resentment or suspicion. That 
peace is the offspring of power is in a 
sense a great truth. But that peace is 
not the most profitable and the most 
secure which gratifies some sense of 
honor or which is imposed by temporary 
irresisiible power, but that which rests 
upon the foundation of reason and jus- 
tice.”’ 


The Sun thinks that events in France 
indicate a probable breaking up of the 
two alliances that have divided Europe 
—the triple alllance and the Russo- 
France compact—and it asks “To what 
new alignment of the continental pow- 
ers do circumstances seem to point?’

Implement Co., the Edgar Zinc Co. and 
the Glendale Zinc Co., in an effort to 
establish the city’s claim to certain 
land now occupied by the concerns 
named. ‘ 

It is claimed by the city that the de- 
fendants to these proposed suits own 
lands the eastern boundary of which is 
the old towpath now known as Water 
street, but that there have im- 
portant accretions of land to the east- 
ward as the river receded, and that all 
this new land belongs to the city and 
not to those holding titles to property 
bounded on the east by the old towpath, 
At “fany points, it is said, this new 
land has a depth eastward of 1300 feet, 
to which the city lays claim.
